WINTER PLANTING OF STRAWBERRIES 


The following article is from the 
well-known strawberry expert, O. 
W. Blaeknall, of Kittrell, N. C.: 
- “ Any where south of the Mason 
and Dixon line the strrwberry may 
be set at any time during fall, win­ 
ter or spring provided the ground 
is not too wet to walk on or not 
actually' frozen at the time. 
In 
many respects winter is the safest 
of all times to plant. 
Air and soil 
are then cool or cold and moist just 
the condition that the strawberry 
revels In. 
For it is decidedly a 
cool weather plant, extending i s 
root growth every day during the 
winter that the ground is frozen, 
even though the frost keeps its 
leaves nipped off as fast as they 
peer out. 
The moment that the 
heaviest frost abates in the spring 
leaf growth begins and close on the 
heels of this come the blooms. 
Then before most other fruit has 
well begun to blooom strawberries 
are ripe and the average mortal 
is happy. 
“ Heat and drouth are the great 
foes of the strawberry. 
The South­ 
ern grower avoids harm from these 
foes at planting time by setting 
plants in weather as cool or cold 
as practicable. 
We plant largely 
in the late fall or in the dead of 
winter. 
It is the rarest thing in 
the world for cold weather to do 
direct harm to the strawberry plant 
at the South. 
The only indirect 
harm it can do is oh wet stiff soil 
to heave or lift the crust of the soil 
up by freezing. 
This also lifts up

the plants and leaves the roots ex­ 
posed to the wind aud sun when 
the freeze is over the soil snbsides 
to it 8 normal level. 
“ There is no danger of this only 
on wet, soggy soil which keeps sat­ 
urated and is therefore greatly sub­ 
ject to heaving when frozen. 
Even 
on this soil planting may be safely 
done in dead of winter provided 
care is taken to step directly on 
the plant after it is set. 
This com­ 
presses the soil around it, prevents 
an excess of water from soaking in 
ju st at that spot and greatly de­ 
creasing the heaving effects of se­ 
vere cold. 
“ But there is a better plan than 
this 
whenever 
it 
is practiced. 
T hat is to put about a fork full ol 
coarse manure evenly around and 
on the plants. 
This gives the de­ 
sired protection of the soil around 
the plants from cold and the fer­ 
tilizing properties are leached out 
and washed in where the roots can 
at once appropriate them. 
In fact 
this is the best way that stable m a­ 
nure can be applied to the straw­ 
berry plant north or south. 
The 
coarse litter after the fertilizing 
properties leach out makes an ex­ 
cellent mulch to keep the berries 
clear of grit the following spring. 
lf too much manure has fallen on 
the plant it will be necessary to 
remove some of it about the time 
growth begins in spring and leave 
it around and between the plants 
“If manure cannot be had to 
mulch the plants set in dead of 
winter on wet and soggy land, any 
coarse litter or straw will answer. 
Forest leaves do very well only 
that they are more liable to be 
blown off by high winds and being 
so much broader they are more apt 
to smother the plants. 
Pine straw 
is an ideal mulch; than which 
there is nothing better. 
“The mulching directions for 
winter set plants which we have 
just given is for the north or for 
such soil at the south as is much 
given to wetness and to heaving in 
the coldest weather.

The Provisions of the Publicity Bill 


as it Is Amended. 


WHAT IT KEQU HIFS. 


Each Year Every Corporation Is Rs 


quired to File With the Inter­ 
state Commission a State­ 
ment of Its Condition. 
ii* 


Washington. Dec. 6.—The publicity 
bill as amended provides th at every 
corporation, joint stock company 
or 
Similar organization engaged in inter­ 
state or foreign commerce, and every 
Such corporation which shall be here­ 
after organized shall file with the in­ 
ter-state commerce commission on or 
before Sept. I each year, returns stat­ 
ing among other things Its name, date 
fit organization, where and when or­ 
ganized, the statutes under which or­ 
ganized 
and 
lf 
consolidated, 
the 
gam es of the constituent companies 
and the same information concerning 
them. 
lf the concerns have been re­ 
organized, the original corporation or 
corporations Is to be stated with in­ 
formation concerning them. 
It also 
provides that the amount of author­ 
ised capital stock, shares into which 
iivided par value whether common or 
preferred 
and 
distinction 
between 
each amount issued and outstanding, 
amount paid in—how much, if any 
paid in cash, and how much, if any, 
Sn property—and if paid in property 
a description and cash market value 
pf the property at the time it was re­ 
ceived 
in 
payment shall be 
stated. 
« b e indebtedness, its nature and for 
,wbat purpose incurred is to be given, 
also a statement of the assets at their 
present cash market value giving the 
dem en ts upon which the market val­ 
ue is based. 
It is also required that the total 
earnings and 
income, operating 
ex­ 
penses, interest, taxes, perm anent Im­ 
provements, 
net earnings, 
dividends 
declared 
with rate and date 
during 
the' year 
preceding the first of 
the 
preceding July, salaries of officials and 
w ages of employes be disclosed. 
It 
Ie provided further, th a t the treasurer 
or other officers of the concerns af­ 
fected by the bill having the requisite 
knowledge shall answer on oath all 
Inquiries that may be made in w riting 
order the direction of the inter-state 
commerce commission relative to its 
financial 
condition or 
to its 
capital 
stor k 
Such answer is not to be used 
as evidence against the person piak- 
fiag it except in prosecution under the 


proposed act. 
A tax of I cent per annum is im­ 
posed on so much of the capital stock 
outstanding which is not fully paid in 
cash or other property at its full cash 
m arket value, and provision is made 
for collecting the tax. 
Any concern 
contemplated in 
this 
bill failing to make the return as re­ 
quired under this bill and any concern 
failing to pay a tax imposed is to be 
restrained on the suit of the U nited 
States from engaging in Interstate or 
foreign 
commerce. 
It is made 
the 
duty 
of attorney general at the re­ 
quest

interstate 
commerce 
commission to enforce the provisions 
of the proposed act and suit may be 
brought in any district court of the 
United States at the election of the 
mtorn*y general where an offending 
concern has a place of business. 
Provision is made that the 
Inter­ 
state commerce commission shall pre­ 
pare and publish a statem ent show­ 
ing a list of corporations and disclos­ 
ing their condition. The bill does not 
apply to any concern the amount of 
capital stock of which does not exceed 
$500,000.
